“The English navy is not in as good 
shape as might be desired. It it were I 
should not have resigned, but there is not the 
slightest necessity for getting scared about 
it. There would have been excellent reason 
for such a scare two or three years ago, but 
an immense amount has been accomplished 
since then. Our fleet is as well and 
officered as any fleet in the world, and its or- 


ganization has already been brought to a 


high degree of excellency. The system 
should be so perfect that, were war de- 


clared against England, every man-of-war 


and every cruiser in her Majesty's service, 
in whatever corner of the world they might 
chance to be, would know in an instant 
exactly where to go and what to do. As 
things stand today we have no cause to 
doubt the ability of our neet to defend us. 
It would mean a littie harder fighting. It 
might mean the abandonment of the Medi- 
terranean, but Ido not for a moment ques- 
tion the result. In one respect we suffer 
the same annoyances experienced by 
the United States. That is, the de- 
lay in receiving our naval equipment 
from contractors. This might become a 
serious matter. They are making a great 
fuss in the House of Commons about the 
defenselesness of London, but I insist that 
England must rule the seas if she expects to 
rule anything. In the House of Commons 
four or five of us from dhe navy stand 
against twenty times as many army men, and 
so we have hard work to make ourselves 
felt, but is it not evident that were Engiand 
beaten on the waters which form her only 
frontier the enemy would have only to block 
her food supplies and let her starve! They 
would conquer us without striking a blow. 
England can never be saved by her army. 
Therefore, as itis our sole hope, our navy 
must be strong, much stronger, I main- 
tain now, as I have always maintained. We 
want five more men-of-war and twenty-three 
more cruisers. Then we will be safe, and not 
until then. 


The Vatican gave orders to all the Catholic 
papers in Rome to answer the speech of Par- 
nell.

THE SERVIA PROBABLY SAFE. 


Every Indication that She Will Be at Her 
Dock Before Sundown Today. 

New York. May 13.—([Speciai.]}—The ca- 
bled rumor that the Cunard steamer Servia, 
leaving Queenstown May 5for New York, 
had foundered at sea caused considerable 
uneasiness in this city today among the 
friends of those on board. The Servia has on 
board 118 saloon; ninety second cabin, and 
about 900 steerage passengers. The story 
is looked upon as a canard, and among the 
agents of the vessel here not the slightest 
doubt regarding the vessel's safety exists. 
Not one of the vessels arriving today re- 
ported anything worse than a moderate gale. 
There is every reason.to believe that the 
Servia experienced no more severe weather 


than did the Burgogue and City of Chester, 


which have just arrived and report only 
moderate gales, and that she encountered 
the same fogs sweeping seaward. She was

| THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER CONTINUES 


SLOWLY RISING. 


Forty, Inches Above the Danger Line at 
Iowa Points — Hundreds of Buildings 
Submerged — Levee Banks Becoming 
Weak—The Indian Grave District in 
Missouri Threatened with Inundation— 


Great Damage in the Red River Val- 


ley. 

KEoxkvkK, Ia., May 18.—[Special.]—The high- 
water mark of 1851 was reached today. |The 
water continues to rise, and itis predicted 
that it will do so until Wednesday. The Sig- 
nal Service observation taken at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon showed a stage of 18.8 feet 
above low-water mark, or exactly corre- 
sponding with the highest point reached 


since 1851. During the afternoon and tonight, 


the river rose slowly. But few evidences of 
the disastrous effects of the floods herea- 
bouts are to be seen, except in the extreme 
southern portion of the city, and that 
part was visited by nearly the 
entire population. The K Island Rail- 
road car-shops are surrounded by a depth of 
three feet and are fully one-quarter of a 
mile distant from dry ground. The rise of 
last night and today surrounded the round- 
house and machine-shops of that company 
and caused a suspension of work there. The 
situation grows worse for the lumbermen, 
and requires the efforts of large forces of 
men to keep valuable property from being 
swept away. The high wind that prevailed Sat- 
urday continued today and aided in causing 
considerable damage to railroad tracks, every 
one of which on the Iowa side of the river 
is under water at different places to some 
extent. From three to six feet of water 
covers the Town of Alexandria. The people 
of that town and of the country surrounding 
it are hving in the upper portions of the 
stores and dwelhng-houses, and move about 
from one place to another in skiffs. Many 
thousands of acres of land are covered and 
the loss will reach several hundred thousands 
of dollars in damage to farm lands, crops, 
live stock, and other property. The levee 
on the Illinois side of the river,which protects 
several thousand acres of the choicest farm- 
ing land in the State, 1s in serious danger, 
and grave fears exist that it will not be able 
to withstand the ravages of wind and wave. 
At Warsaw the river is fully seven miles 
wide. Railroad trale is seriously interfered 
with here, 

Davenport, Ia., May 13.—[Special. Dur- 
ing last night the Mississippi River continued 
to rise slowly, and at noon today the stage 
Was eighteen and three-tenths feet. This is 
a rise of five inches for the twenty-four hours 
ending at midday. This stage is withih one 
inch of the highest point ever known and 
forty inches above danger line. The gage 
shows no appreciable swelling since noon, 
and this hopeful sign affords relief. A 
farther rise of even three inches would 
cause grave disaster. Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad trains cannot run with- 
in one-half mile of the station, and 
Front street is deluged nearly its 
entire distance. The water covers the first 
floors of hundreds of dwellings, offices, 
factories, and business places. The City of 


„Rock Ialand, across the river, is a worse suf- 


ferer. The water at Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
and Twenty-first streets runs upto Fourth 
avenue, and boats and rafts are plying south 
of the Harper House. The gravest fears are 
felt for the safety of the lower or south west- 
ern part of the city. A dike over one-half a 
mile long keeps out the flood. The stage of 
the river is four to six feet above the level 


of twenty-five or thirty blocks of houses. 


Gangs of men bave been busy all day 
strengthening the embankment, which shows 
signs of weakining in several places. 
Thousands of people have visited the scene 
during the day. In caseof a breakin the 
dike it has been arranged to give warning by 
ringing the fire beils and blowing the water- 
works whistle. 

BURLINGTON, Ia., May 13.—[Special.]—The 
flood situation at this point is not materially 
changed from yesterday. The rise has not 
been so rapid since yesterday, it amounting 
toonly about five inchesin the last twenty- 
four hours, against over nine inches during 
the twenty-four hours preceding. This does 
not perhaps indicate a corresponding de- 
crease m the ratio of the growing volume of 
water, but is accounted for by the fact that 
the proportions of the river now are such 
that it requires twice the volume 
of water that it would a week 
ago to produce a corresponding 
rise. The stage of water now is about ten 
inches below the high-water mark of 1881, 
and in view ot the fact that the rise has 
ceased above hopes are entertained that that 
stage will not be reached. No damage is yet 
reported in this city. The lumber yards are 
flooded on the river bank in the lower part 
of the city, but no property has been carried 
away. There is no change reported in the 
railroad situation since yesterday. The 
actual damage to the embankments 
can only be ascertained when the 
water subsides. The loss to the 
farmers in the bottom lands will be serious. 
It will greatly delay, if not entirely prevent, 
the putting in of crops. It wiil be some 
time before anything like an accurate esti- 
mate of the loss from this source can be 
given. The steamboat warehouses along the 
river front are all surrounded by water, but 
all the goods were removed before they were 
inundated, and no fears of danger to the 
buildings themselves are entertained. There 
has been a strong wind prevailing ali day, 
and some apprehensions are felt for the 
safety of the embankments above and be- 
low, but up to this time no reports of any of 
them giving way have been received. 

Dusuque, la, May 13.—[Special.I— The 
river has been at a standstill since yesterday 
morning at twenty-two feet four inches, and 
by tomorrow it is hoped it will be falling. 
No trains are running today onthe river 
roads. The washouts are being repuired and 
it is thought they will be able to make their 
regular runs tomorrow. No further damage 
by the flood is reported beyond that already 
known. Fortunately the wind is not high, 
else the damage would be much worse. The 
number of mén thrown out of employment in 
this city by the high water is from 1,500 to 
2,000. 


ALARM IN MISSOURL, 


Alexandria Flooded—An Exodus from the 
Bottoms. 

Str. Louis, Mo., May 13.—[Special. |—The 
river is steadily rising here and the inhabit- 
ants of the American Bottom are moving 
their stock and portable property back to the 
bluffs. From the experience of tormer years 
they know the territory covered now with 
hundreds of thousands of acres of waving 
crops may tomorrow be under ten feet of 
water. Reports from the north are alarming 
and if the Sny Levee or Madison Dike breaks 
the loss will be millions. A regular exodus 
has taken place from the Sny Bottom. The 
entire town of Alexandria, Mo., is inundated 
and five feet of water covers the principal 
streets. There has been no loss of life, but 
the property lossis heavy. The people are 
being taken as fast as possible to the high- 
lands a couple of miles back of the town. Tue 
Sny Levee is now being patrolled for miles by 
sentinels whose duty itisto summon assist- 
ance when any weak spot is observed.

Unseasonably Cold Weather tn the North- 
west—The Effect on Crops. 

St, Paul, Minn., May 13.—[Special.|—Re- 
ports have been received here during the 
last two days of frosts in the Northwest ana 
great damage to crops in consequence. With 
the exception of a few places there was no 
frost and no damage has been done to vege- 
tation, except to some garden truck, and that 
is affected only on the low spots near streams. 
Wheat has not advanced far enough to be 
materially injured by the heaviest frosts, and 
in many places the crop 1s not in the ground. 
In Northern Minnesota and Dakota seeding 
is not finished, and in Southern Minnesota 
fully one-third and in some counties one-half 
the crop is yet to be sown. Ice two inches 
thick 1s reported from Neohe, the first station 
on the Manitoba Road 
northern boundary of the but as wheat 
is not yet out of the groundin that section no 
damage has been done, In the sonthern por- 
tion of tne State there was no frost except 
at one or two points, and no to grow 
ing crops bas been Tus old 
weather is having the effect of putting crops 
back till there is danger that they will be 
caught by the late frosts of the fall. In 
Southern Minnesota vegetation has made no 
progress for nearly ten days. It has rained 


every day for two weeks with one exception, 
and many fields are covered with water from 


six inches to a foot in depth. The most 
water 1s on the lowlands along the river, and 
nearly all the river counties are in a bad way. 
The weather is cold here tonight, but the 
temperature is rising in the Northwest and 
there are no fears of frost. 

GaLessure, III., May 18.—[Special.|—The 
cold was so severe here last night that the 
ground was frozen and ice formed on water.

A GREAT FIRE OF OIL.

Lightning Strikes a Mammoth’ Tank—The

Every 
precaution has been taken to avert the ca- 
tastrophe, but the wind is changing and 
blowing directly toward the city, ana should 
the overflow be a large one great loss of 
property must ensue.

WILL NOT WORK. 


It Is Impossible, Undesirable, and Unnec- 
essary—One of the Series of Conferences 
Between Labor and Capital—An Ad- 
dress That Was Listened To with Marked 
Attention and Interest—The Questions 
Thrown at Him at Its Close. | 


Though the audience was overwhelmingly 
Socialistic, with here and there an Anarchist 


to contribute special flavor, Franklin Mac- 


Veagh’s presence as speaker of the evening, 
dressed immaculately in the hight of the 
present mode, appeared to excite no re- 
sentment. He was even allowed 
to say deyether,“ „ pawst,”’ sé fawst,” 
“advawnce,” and an hundred” with- 
out interruption or molestation. This 
Was, because his address was not only 
interesting and couched in choice popuiar 
phraseology, but moderate, also, and well- 
considered. It was the sixth of the series in 
the conference between business-men and 
workingmen which meets every Sunday 
evening in the Madison Street Theatre and 


Was entitled. Socialism asa Remedy.“ 


Mr. MacVeagh demonstrated from his 


standpoint how Socialism was impossible, 


undesirabie, and unnecessary. 

“Tam willing to admit,” said he in open- 
ing, that tne situation of the working peo- 
N medy. Socialism 
got its present prominence owing to its claim 
to be that remedy. I donot subscribe, how- 
ever, to the Socialistic theory that the rich 
are becoming richer while the poor are be- 
coming poorer. Both rich and poor are grow- 
ing richer, but while the present system has 
not made the poor rich enough it has made 
the rich richer than need be.“ 

The audience fully agreea with Mr. Mac- 
Veagh on this point and gave emphatic notice 
of the fact. 

“The remedy,” continued the speaker, 
must be in harmony with the highest civil- 
ization. Reform that is not in the line of 
ultimate human progress is nothing but a 
makeshift.“ . 

A little further on Mr. MacVeagh made an 
admission that was so satisfactory to the 
audience that he was unable to proceed for 
several moments. It was: 

“ We have heard a great deal about the 
education of our poor, but how shall we go to 
work to educate our rich?” 

And throughout the entire first half of his 
address, which is summarized as follows, he 
— the sympathy of the audience with 

m: 

There is no doubt that the hours of labor 
are too long. Eight hours is quite long 
enough for a day of labor, and I have not 
adoubt that the eight-hour system would 
have been in vogue long before this if the 
eight-hour leaders had exhibited a capacity 
for leadership. But you know they did not. 
The opportunity was présent two years ago 
and thrown away. Whatever remedy is ap- 
plied to the ills from which labor suffers 
to effect a cure it must have the sanction of 
public opinion. This Nation grew up on a 
foundation ot public opinion, and the will of 
the majority must be reled on to remove in- 
equalities.“ g 

Mr. Mac Veagh then proceeded to demon- 
strate that Socialism was impossible and un- 
necessary. 

“ Socialism is impossible for you and me, 
he said, because it must be the product of 
evolution, and it will take 500 years to evolve 
Socialism in this country. Evolution being 
out of the question as too slow, we 
have to turn to revolution. . There. are 
two kinds of revolution; 
comes by the consent of all thé 
people, and that which is forced upon the 
majority by the weapons of the munority. 
The result of a fierce conflict in this country, 
which proved the inability of the minority 
to govern itself, assures me that war cannot 
bring about Socialism. This leaves peace- 
able revolutions as the oniy means left. It 
appears, then, that by means of mesmerism 
or some occult influence a people built up on 
the experience of a thousana years is expect- 
ed to adopt, as a man would change his coat, 
something which has never been tried. It 
cannot be done. 

* Socialism is undesirable because it would 
be destructive of that principle which is the 
life of our Nation—its democracy. Individ- 
uality would de stifled by Socialism. We 
should not forget that what the world 
has always struggled for above all 
other things is mdividual liberty. With 
our individuality destroyed we should lose 
our zest in life. The means and the result 
would be artificial. Such a condition of 
things could not be permanent. 

„J am sure that Socialism is unnecessary. 
I admit that our social, political, and indus- 
trial systems are not what they should be, 
but I maintain that they are what they should 
be fundamentally. 

When Mr. MacVeagh. undertook to give 
his hearers a hint on the subject of eccnowy 
a man in the gallery uttered one word in a 
tone and with a significance that delighted 
the audience. 

„% Possession,“ declared the speaker, de- 
pends much more on the faculty of saving 
than on the faculty of earning, and-——” 

„Chinese!“ 

When the laughter, in which the speaker 
jdined heartily, ceased, a man in the parquet 
inquired: 

“You say the Socialists are not agreed 


among themselves. Now, isn't it a fact that 


it is the Republicans, the Democrats, and 
the Anarchists who are doing all the dis- 
puting?”’ 

I am hardly prepared to say.“ answered 
Mr. MacVeagh, as I am not on the inside.“ 

“You say, said Tommy Morgan, that 
Socialism is impossible, undesirable, and un- 
necessary, while Herbert Spencer declares 
that all legislation is drifting in that direction. 
You assert yourself a champion of individual 
ity. What individuality is possible for the 
employed who are dependant upon the whim 
of another?’ 

“Why,” Mr. MacVeagh replied, “the em- 
ployed are the most free of all to do what 
they like; why, they are awfully free.“ 

The meeting was adjourned when a man 
far back in the gallery had quoted several 
long columns of figures in support of the 
Socialistic standpoint. 

„I should say,“ said Mr. MacVeagh, re- 
signedly, that, according to those figures, 
labor was out.”’

He knows 
as well as any one that his candidacy 
cannot iast a minute under such circum- 
stances, and as the Blaine legacy story is 
pretty generally discounted there 8 
not much for the Harrison men to stand 
upon. Unlike Gen. Alger. Mr. Harrison does 
not want the Vice-Presidency, and 1s not in- 
clined to stand for it. So far as I can gather 
from talks with Indiana men, Gen. Harrison 
now stands in pretty much the same position 
as Gov. Rusk of Wisconsin. His State will 
give him a complimentary vote and then go 
at some more serious businwss, all the while 
standing ready to go back to Harrison in 
case there appears a chance for his success. 


Though Judge Gresham and President 
Cleveland are not at all alike, and have dif- 
ferent sorts of popularity, there is quite a 
similarity between the position which Mr. 
Cleveland occupied as a Presidential cand1- 
date four years ago and that in which Judge 
Gresham is now placed. Cleveland’s own 
State was not for him when the Democrats 
met at Saratoga, and Daniel Mauning, know- 
ing that right weil, displayed his general- 


ship by passing a unit rule and going home, 


satisfied that Cleveland’s availability, which 
was causing the Democrats of other States 
to take him up, would exercise such an influ- 
ence upon the New York delegation that no 
personal enmity or smaller ambition could 
stand out against it. Mr. Manning knew 
what he was about, and after the 
New York delegation arrived at Chica- 
go 85 found they could e a Pres- 
ident of Mr. Cleveland, and could not by any 
means short of a miracle make one of Mr. 
Flower or any other man whom they liked 
better than they did Cleveland. Therefore 
the New York delegation, under the unit 
rule, swung over to Cleveland and nomunat- 
ed him. Judge Gresham’s availability is 
greater than Clevelana’s was, and he is quite 
as absolutely the one man to whom tlie logic 
of events points as the winning nominee of 
his party. (Gen. Harrison has no more show 
for the nomination than Mr. Flower had, and 
Judge Gresham’s chances are as good as 
Cieveland’s were, aside from the Blaine 
nightmare. To say that the Indiana dele- 
gates will not imitate the New-Yorkers 
when they arrive in Chicago and find what 
the facts are is to accuse them of political 
idiocy, and no such charge has ever stuck 
against the Republicans of Indiana. Fur- 
thermore, there 18 no antipathy, 
positive opposition, to Gresham in In- 
diana as there was to Cleve- 
land in New York, and it will therefore re- 

uire much less effort to bring the delega- 

on to his support with practi unanimity. 
If there was a unit rule in Indiana, and a 
unit rule would stand in a Repullican con- 
vention, Indiana would be solid for Gresham. 
As it is, the Judge’s friends need have no 
fear that the delegation will permit any In- 
diana man's chances to beruined, If the 
logic of the situation continues to point to 
Gresham the Indiana delegation will be at 
his back quick enough to decide the issue in 
80 fur as me can control it. If there is any 
chance for 
honestly supported, nor in certain contingen- 
cies should ex-Gov. Porter for Vice-President 
be lost sight of. 


While Gen. Harrison’s chances for the 
nomination now seem to be quite small, it is 
not impossible that we shall see some bor- 
rowing of delegates for the purpose of keep- 
ing him in the race. Republican politicians 
all over the country are settling down to a 
belief that the nominee will be either Blame 
or Gresham, and as it would be discouraging 
to the friends of Gresham to have Indiana 
stand out against him, and as Indiana can- 
not be held for him as longas Harrison is 
making no show of strength from other 
States, it may bevome necessary for some of 
the Blaine people, or perhaps the friends of 
other aspirants, to lend Harrison some votes. 
If enough delegates can be borrowed to 
make the Indiana delegation think it 
their duty to stand by Harrison, the State 
may thus be kept from Gresham. I under- 
stand that arrangements, for the borrowing 
of delegates for this purpose are now being 
made, and I am sureJohnu Sherman is a party 
to the trade. The votes will come from the 
South on the second ballot. One of Harr- 
son’s lieutenants at Indianapolis said to me 
the other day: When a ballot is taken at 
Chicago you will find that Gen. Harrison has 
a large support from other States.“ What 
States, bow man N r do you ex- 
pect to have?’’ I inquired. But the lieutenant 
would give no information on this point. All 
he would say was, Well have the votes.“ 
In vain was it pointed out to him that if the 
Republicans of any other State were for 
Harrison nothing couid do Harrison so much 
good as to have that fact made known 
as soon as possible, with all proper 
names and particuiars, Surely it is nothing 
to be ashamed of. But no particulars were 
forthcoming. No doubt exists that this bor- 
rowing of delegates to hold Indiana in line 
for Harrison and thus break the Gresham 
column is to be a part of the tactics at Chi- 
cago next month. There is precedent for it. 
At Cincinnati in 1876 Conkling and the 
Camerons had put up Gov. Hartranft as a 
favorit son for the express purpose of hold- 
ing Pennsylvania from Blaine. After the 
first ballot the Blaine men on that delegation 
saw that Hartranft was not getting any 
votes from other States, and they were 
ready to jump to Blaine. At this juncture 
Senator Cameron appealed to the Indiana 
delegation to lend him a few votes for Hart- 
ranit so he could hold his men in line, and 
this was done. Votes were also borrowed 
from other friendly delegations, and these 
tactics kept enough of Pennsylvania to de- 
feat Blaine and make Hayes, Mr. Harri 
son’s friends bave not forgotten the game. 


An effort has been made to spread the im- 
pression that Judge Gresham was inimical to 
Senator Morton during the latter's life, and 
that the dead leader’s friends would be op- 
posed to Gresham if he were to receive the 
nomination. The facts are that while Morton 
and Gresham did have some differences of 
opinion concerning some matters of public 
policy, there never was any ill-will between 
them, and Judge Gresham now has no more 
earnest friend and supporter in Indiana than 
W. R. Holioway, who was Gov. Morton’s sec- 
retary, brother-in-law, and confidential ud- 
viser, and with whom Mrs. Morton now lives. 
Nor is there any one in the State more eager 
for Judge Gresham’s nomination than Oiiver 
Morton, the dead Senator’s son, or ex-Gov. 
Burbank, another brother-in-law of Indiana’s 
great war Governor. | g

‘he Butchers’ National Protective Associ- 
ation has, however, made up its mind that 
this state of affairs has existed long enough. 
The members ofthis association claim t 
by 72 the sale of Chicago dressed 
beef local butchers are cutting their own 
throats from a business point of view. 
Thomas Armour, the President of this asso- 
ciation, thus briefly defines. the position of 
the association in its opposition to the Chi- 
e Big Four: 

The aim of our association is to encou 
local 1 and to fight monopoly. e 
may not be able to produce cheaper meat by 
„ . at home than we could buy 
from these Chicago men, but we do claim 
that we can have better. The saving from 
handling alone would make a big item in our 
favor, it it were possible to estimate the rel- 
ative qualities of home-killed beef and beef 
which has been shipped a thousand miles and 
handled by dozens of people. Granting, how- 
ever, that we can only offer meats at the 
same price, we shall have done 3 thing 
for the butcher trade otherwise. Why 
should four men be allowed to freeze out 
thousands of butchers throughout the coun- 
try from the tradein which they have passed 
the greater part of their lives? ' 

The reporter to whom Mr. Armour put this 

query was obliged to give it up. 
„Besides,“ continued the butcher Presi- 
dent, by encouraging local enterprise in the 
manner we purpose we shall effect a radical 
reform in another direction. The papers 
lately have been full of articles on the adul- 
teration question. These monopolists have 
openly confessed that what they sell for re- 
fined lard is nothing but cottohseed oil, stear- 
ine of lard, and stearine of tallow. The im- 
mense quantity of this class of product 
which is sold every year as genuine lard is 
nothing more or less than a gigantic fraud on 
the public. 

How do we propose to remedy this? Sim- 
ly by trying upon the different State Legis- 
atures some such bill as the State of Massa- 
chusetts has making it a penal of- 
tense to sell food under a fictitious name. 
Let them call their concoction by its proper 
name, and the butcher will then have some 
show to dispose of genuine lard at a reason- 
se ore 
“What immediate result do you expect

„Ves, itis a big fight I admit, but.“ he 
added confidently, we are not without 
funds. But I do not wish you to go away 
with a wrong impression. Our object is not 
hostility to the Chicago dressed-beef indus- 
try so much as encouraging local butcher- 
ing trade. Personally I would be giad to see 
the great meat markets of this city shipping 
their products to every quarter of the giobe. 
Tcannot but feel proud of the worldwide 
reputation which Chicago meat has earned; 
but I do say this: Let them seek an outlet 
for their product without trying to cripple 
every local enterprise in this country. Let 
us protect our home industries, and these 
big men will find ail they can do in feeding 
the rest of the world.“

Political News. 

Sr. Pact, Minn. May 13.—[Speciai.]—There 
was a large number of county conventions in 
this State yesterday. The striking unanimi- 
ty of sentiment in favor of tariff reform 
which has been noted several times during 
the last week is strongly emphasized in the 
resolutions of yesterday’s conventions. The 
only exception visible is the vague statement 
that the delegates from Olmstead County 
favor high tariff. Public opinion upon 
the question of a Presidential candidate as 
reflected in these conventions is less unani- 
Den but no less significant. Almost the 

only names mentioned are those of Blaine 
and Gresham, and Mr. Blaine's def- 
init attitude of refusal to be a candidate 
converts this mto substantial agreement 
upon Gresham. For all practical purposes 
he is Minnesotu’s candidate for President. 
So far 155 delegates are known to be for 
Blaine, or Gresham if Blaine will not run. 


Sherman, four for Allison, and two for De- 
pew. Political opinion in both parties is now 
quite definitly crystallized. 

The interest in the Democratic Presidential 
outcome is mainiy concentrated in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, where there is a distinct 
difference of opinion as to the position Mayor 
Ames shall occupy and the influence he shall 
command in the Minnesota delegation to St. 
Louis. By the aid of influences with which 
Dr. Ames 1s familiar the Minneapolis con- 
vention was carried for him, and Hennepin 
County willcome to the State convention 
with the imary object of sending 
Ames and his friend B. Winston as 
delegates to St. Louis. The Ramsey County 
Convention was not so easily controlled, and 
its outcome is not so susceptible of definit 
analysis, but the result seems to be satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Doran, and it may therefore be 
assumed that it is unsatisfactory to Dr. 
Ames. Ramsey County has two or three can- 
didates of her own for 13 on the delega- 
tion to St. Louis, and Messrs. Ames and 
Winston will have to try conclusions in the 
State convention with Mr. Doran and R. A. 
Smith as well as with a dozen aspirants from 
outside of the two cities. The fact that the 
Democratic convention will choose district 
delegates as well as those at large gives a 
larger play for individual ambition than ex- 
ists in the Republican convention, which has 
only four delegates-at-large to choose. 


NEW YORK REPUBLICANS, 


Delegates Will Come to Chicago Prepared 
to Vote for the Best Man. 

New Lonk, May 13.—[Special.}|—The last 
of the New York and Brooklyn delegates to 
the Republican convention at Buffalo were 
chosen Saturday night. Inafew cases the 
district delegates have been instructed to 
favor delegates-at-large who favor James G. 
Blaine, and in one instance the Assembly 
district delegates were asked to vote for De- 
pew delegates-at-large. The reports from 
the State show the election to the conven- 
tion of delegates who favor either Mr. Blaine 
or Mr. Vepew. About three-fourths of the 
delegates to the convention favor Mr. Biaine 
as first choice, with Mr. Depew as their only 
other choice. The remainder have accepted 
Mr. Bleine’s deciination as final and are for 
Mr. Depew against all other candidates. The 
four delegates-at-large cannot be named to- 
day with any certainty. The Brooklyn dele- 
gates will try to have Stephen V. White 
chosen oneof the delegates. Others men- 
tioned are Warner Miller, Frank Hiscock, 
William M. Evarts, Thomas C. Piatt, Levi P. 
Morton, Whitelaw Reid, and Chauncey M. 
Depew. Messrs. Reid and Platt are reason- 
ably sure to de two of the four delegates. 
Mr. Depewcan goifhe desires, but in his 
absence the othertwo are likely to be Sen- 
ator Hiscock and ex-Senator Miller. The 
resolutions of the State convention will, it is 
expected, state the great issues of the Na- 
tional campaign and put forward boldly the

‘Efforts Being Made to Keep Gov. Hill Out 
of the St. Louis Convention. 

New York, May 13.— [Special. — The Dem- 
ocratic State Convention for the selection of 
delegates to the Democratic National Con- 
vention in St. Louis will meet in this city 
Tuesday next. Four delegates-at-large will 


be named. 

Roswell P. Flower is likely to be a delegate- 
at-large. Ex-Mayor Grace, who has Guber- 
natorial aspirations, will aiso try to have him- 
self elected, but there is likely to be a bitter 
wrangle inthe convention on this subject. 
From all that can be learned the President 
and his Administration will be unanimously 
indorsed by the convention, and the dele- 
gates willin all probability be bound by the 
unit rule and will vote for Grover Cleveland 
first, last, and all the time. Perhaps the most 
interesting man in the convention of Tues- 
day next will be Hugh McLaughlin of Kings 
County. He ‘isthe lastof the bosses. He 
will go to St. Louis and shout for Cleveland 
and will do all in his power to give the Elect- 
oral vote of the Empire State for the man 
of destiny. He has been the boss of Kings 
County politics fer years, and his voice and 
vote have on more than one occasion turned 
defeat into victory. 

The opponents of Gov. Hillare gaining 
strength, and will work earnestly to prevent 
his elecuon as one of the delegates-at-large 
to the National Convention. It has been de- 
clared that the four delegates-at-large will 
be David B. Hillof Chemung, Hump Mc- 
Laughlin of Kings, Edward Cooper of -New 
York, and George Raines of Monroe. A 
well-known Democrat said this morning: “I 
think it is more than probable that you will 
find the convention will select other names 
than these. There will de a strong effort 
made to keep Gov. Hill at home. In the first 
piace, if be is selected as one of the dele. 
gates-at-large, even if there is not another 
man in the delegation who is in sympathy 
with him, he will de look upon as the 
leader of the delegation. With the record he 
has made in vetoing the High-License bill 
and his opposition to the election reform 
bili, if he should head the delegation from 
this State that fact would hurt the can vass 
of the National ticket. If Hill is not elected 
it wul shut him out of the race for the nomi- 
nation for Governor. I think two of the 
delegates-at-large will be chosen from this 
county, one from Kings County, and the 
fourth from the western partof the State. 
If this plan is followed Tammany Hall and 
the County Democracy will each be allotted 
one. Ex-Mayor Edward Cooper will un- 
doubtedly be selected as the representative 
of the unty Democracy, and W. Bourke 
Cockran is in the lead among the Tammany 
Hali men who are willing to run as delegates- 
at-large. Hump McLaughlin will probably 
represent Kings County, although Wiluam 
H. Murtha may be selected. Forthe fourth 
place either George Raines, Daniel N. Lock- 
wood, or William S. Bissell will probably be 
chosen.”’

THE LOUISIANA GOVERNORSUOIP. 


The Legislature Will Meet This Week for 
Important Business. 

New Orweans, La,, May 13.—[Special.]—At 
12 o’clock tomorrow the Legislature will 
meet in regular biennial session at the State 
House at Baton Rouge. The House willelect 
a President pro tem, and then receive the 
last message of the retiring Governor. 
McEnery, in joint session, will Thursday, 
May 17, count and prociaim the vote for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor and Monday, 
May 21, Gov. Francis T. Nichoils and Lieut.- 
Gov. James Jeffreys will be maugurated. 
The day following, according to law, the 
balloting for Senator will commence. The 
term of Senator Gibson will expire in 1889 and 
that of Senator Eustis in 1891, while the next 
Legislature will not be elected until 1592, 
hence the present body will have the filling 
of both vacancies. Of Gen. Gibson’s reélec- 
tion there can be no question. He is popular 
with all sections, and the last time of 
his election received the unusual compli- 
ment ofa unanimous vote. He will prob. 
ably receive the same in. Thereis some 
opposiuon to his reslection on the part of 
some dissatisfied members of his party, but 
this party lacks the strength and respecta- 
bility to make it formidable. 

For the second place, Mr. Eustis is by no 
means a strong candidate for his own succes- 
sion, and the place is regarded as an open or 
free-for-all. The first choice of, the Nicholls 
men throughout the State is me gee Judge 
Edward D. White of ew Orleans, 
an able, lenient, and eloquent attorney. 
In Northwestern Louisiana Congressman 
Newton has considerable strength in 
the same element of the Democracy. The 
friends of ex-Senator, now Collector, Jones 
have been making a steady and effective still 
hunt, and it would not a surprise if he 
should be elevted, It is possible, however, 
that combinations should be made by which 
Gov. McEnery will be elected. Gibson and 
Congressman Blanchard are on hand looking 
after their interests. 


POLITICS IN THE PENINSULA. 


Republicans Will Make a Hard Canvass 
with Many New Citizens. 

Nraatxnx, Mich., May 13.—[Special. }—The 
rapid development of the mining, lumbering, 
and farming interests makes it certain that 
there is now at least 200,000 people in the 
peninsular district. The population of the 
district, especially in the iron and copper 
mining districts, is largely foreign-born, and 
until this year there has been no organized 
effort to naturalize the available foreigners. 
This spring an effort has been made to secure 
a full naturalization, and as a consequence 
nearly 5,000 papers were issued in the district 
last month. In Ishpeming City alone over 
1,000 papers were issued during the month of 
April. Only a portion of these newly-made 
citizens will be entitled to vote this 
year, but enough of them will turn out atthe 
polls to insure at least 30,000 to 32,000 votes. 
Of the men who have applied for their first 
papers itis safe to say that at least four- 
fifths and possibly a larger share will be Re- 
publicans. The most thorough Republican 
canvass of the district ever made will be be- 
gun immediately after the National Conven- 
tion at Chicago. Preparations for this can- 
vass have already begun. A numberof Re- 
publican clubs have already been organized in 
various parts of the peninsula. Alger is un- 
doubtediy the first choice with Gresham 
second. The Scandinavians, who are a 
numerous and influential portion of the popu- 
lation are almost solidly Republican, and 
they will poll an immense vote. A number 
of Scandinavian Republican clubs have been 
organized. A Finnish Republican club with 
a membership of 400 was organized recently 
at Ishpeming, and their countrymen here 
and at Calumet and Republic. will follow 
suit. There are nearly 10,000 Finns in the 
distri with a vot strength of nearly 
2,000. It is doubtful if fusion can be brought 
about between the Democrats and the lapor- 


ing party. 
NOT THINKING ABOUT POLITICS. 


Mr. Blaine Has Rented His Summer Cot- 
tage and Will Not Return at Once. 
Representative Pheips, whe is recognized 
as one of Mr. Blaine’s advisers, told a Wash- 
ington Post reporter that he did not believe 
there was anything in the published story 
that Blaine would consent to run. He had 
just received a letter from Mr. Blaine written 
April 16 at Rome. Mr. Blaine made no men- 
tion in it of any politics, personal or other- 
wise. He had just leased his Bar Harbor cot 
to Col. Shepard of the Mau, and had 
promised Mr. Carnegie to let him drive him 
in his coach from London to the Scottish 
Highiands some time in June. Evidently he 
u no intention of leaving Europe until 
after the convention. “If Mr. Blaine has 
changed his mina with referente to his rela- 
tions to the Presidential nomination,” added 
Mr. Phelps, he must have done it sudden 
and communicated it by telegraph to the ed- 
itor of the Philadelphia Tunes.

DULUTH CLAIMS TO CONTROL WHEAT. 


The Elevators There Contain One-third of 


the Visible Supply. 

Dvutvurs, Minn., May 13,—[Special.|—De- 
velopments in the wheat situation at Duluth 
last week have been of an unusually inter- 
esting and important character, and Duluch 
seems to be attracting more attention than 
ever before. Titis is due to the fact that the 
prospects of winter wheat are poor, anc 
Duluth, witn over 9,000,000 bushels in store, 
has nearly one-tnird of the total visible 
supply in the country. The last week repre- 
sentatives of a half-dozen leading New York 
exporting firms have been here and it is re- 
ported that all or nearly all have been buying 
wheat. They include such well-known nen as 
J. L. Gil Bailey of 1 Quinby & Co., 
William H. Wallace, F. V. Dare of the New 
York house of Armour, Flankinton & Co., 
and others, and all are eagerly watching the 
situation, which is intensified by the fact that 
of the 9,000,000 bushels here one-half is held 
by carriers and is practically out of the 
market and 8,000,000 bushels of the remain- 
der is in the hands of shippers to go to New 
York. The New York men interviewed on the 
situation all talk bearish. They that later 
reports from the winter-wheat sections than 
those which were made the basis of the late 
Government crop report show improvements 
and that the prospects in the Northwest for 
a big yield are excellent; that the flour 
market is overdone and Minneapolis mills 
cannot run much longer at their present

A German Pian for Sunday Instruction for 
‘ f Children. 

A Sunday-school with the idea of Christi- 
anity eliminated is a novelty to the Christian 
world.

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THE MONGUAGON SUNK AT HER DOCK 
IN MILWAUKEE HARBOR. 


er’s Loss—A Heavy Snow-Storm at the 
Straits—The Vessels Ashore Above the 
Sault Are Got Afloat. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 13,.—[Special. }—The 
schr Monguagon with a full cargo of coal was 
sunk by the Anchor Line prop Clarion in tne 
river about 11 o’clock this morning.

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Southern and Central Illinois Has Had 
Good Weather. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 13.—[Special.}—The 
crop correspondents and observers ot the IIli- 
nois State Weather Service have made the fol- 
lowing report for the week ending May 12, 1888: 
The weather during the past week, except in the 
most northern counties, have been warm and 
favorable for the growth of vegetation. Showers 
bave been quite general throughout the State, 
and the grass and grain have been greatly bene- 
fited thereby. The lack of sunshine has been 
the only drawback to the seasonable wth of 
the crops. The most discou eature of 
the season is the presence of chinch-bugs, cut- 
worms, and other injurious insects in unusual 
numbers in many of the central and southern 
counties. 

Winter wheat—The condition of winter wheat 
indicates that in the northern division of the 
State, where but little wheat is grown, there 
will be about three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre. In the central division a large extent 
of the area was winter-killed, and the growing 
crop will not make much over half an average 
— peracre. In the southern division of the 

tate the condition of the crop gives promise of 
making about two-thirds of an average yield per 


acre. 

Spring wheat—There is better than the average 
stand of spring wheat in the northern division of 
the State, and with favorable conditions until 
harvesting there will be nearly an average yield 
— acre. The prospects for this crop are not as 

uvorable in the central counties, in which the 
d per acre is likely to be about 15 per cent 
low an average. 

Corn—The prospects for corn have not been 
more encouraging at corresponding season for 
some years past. The recent rains have put the 
ground into good condition for this crop. The 

-planted corn in the central counties is up 
and looks well. The cut-worms are repo as 
doing damage to the corn in some of the southern 
counties. 

Oats—This crop looks well and has been bene- 
fited by the recent rains. The prospects are fa- 
vorable for an average yield peracre. | 

Meadows and tures—The late rains have

Alger aware that, while 
the present tariff is levied professedly to 
make up to American manufacturers the dif- 
ference between American and European 
wages, the duties are more than double the 


entire wages paid? 


How will Gov. Alger explain this anomaly? 
Tur Trisune has presented this question to 
the ultra-tariffites time and again, but so far 
without getting any answer. 

Inasmuch as Gov. Alger says he favors 
tariff revision, and insists only on preserving 
such rates as are necessary to maintain pres- 
ent American wages, it would be instructive 
to have him explain how this policy can be 
carried out without a sweeping and radical 
reduction of the tariff. The columns of Tun 
TRIBUNE are open to the Governor and it 
would be glad to hear from him on this 
point. 

If Gov. Alger will consult Mulhall’s Dic- 
tionary ef Statistics,a work of recognized 
authority, he will find the following state- 
ment as to the ratio of wages to the value ot 
manufactures in the United States for a pe- 
riod of thirty years, ending in 1880:

If labor is paid only 20 per cent of the value 
of the goods produced in the factories and 
forges, by what pretense can it be made to 
appear that a tariff averaging 47 per cent 
must be levied on competing imports to main- 
tain American wages! Clearly a tariff aver- 
aging 20 per cent—less than one-haif the 
present scale, which averages 47 per cent— 
would not only cover any “difference be- 
tween American and European wages,“ but 
the entire labor cost of goods produced in 
this country more than twice over. Practi- 
cally the effect of the present tariff is tne 
same as if American manufacturers were 
given their labor for nothing and then hada 
tariff of 27 per cent to protect them from for- 
eign competition.. 

The wages paid labor for the manufacture 
of a ton of Bessemer steel rails in the Steel 
Trust mills amount to $7.57, while the tariff 
on a ton of imported steel rails is 817. Hence 
the manufacturer has protection amounting to 
$9.48 per ton over and above all that he pays 
in wages. How does Gov. Alger explain the 
necessity for $17 of protection per ton to 
make good the difference between the Amer- 
ican and British scale of wages when the 
duty is considerably more than twice the 
whole amount of wagesfor labor paid by 
the American Steel Trust or Combine to their 
employés?! Will it be given as a reason that 
the raw materials used in our steel cost 
more thanin Engiand? But does the extra 
cost therefor exceed the transportation ex- 
penses paid by the English railmaker from 
his mill to the place of consumption in Amer- 
ica? If it does not why do our railmakers 
need a bounty of $9.43 per ton in addition to 
the $7.57 bounty, which eguais the full 
amount of the wages paid to their hands? 
Will Gov. Alger please cast a ray of light on 
this question 

On a 500-pound car wheel the labor-cost of 
which is 8 cents the tariff amounts to 
$12.50. Out of a tariff protection of over $12 
labor gets 85 cents. Who gets the rest of 
the bounty? 

The prodvetion of woolen and worsted 
goods in 1880) /according to the census, 
amounted to 1 illion of dollars, wholesale 
price. The total amount paid to labor for con- 
verting the raw wool and cotton into these 
goods was 31 millions, or less than 16 per 
cent. Who got the other 84 cents of each 
dollar? The protection bounty was 67 per 
cent. Take out the cost of raw materials, 
and the protection will be found to be twice 
or thrice the amount paid to the workmen.

Showing that labor received of total value 18 
per cent, and that capital received 20 per 
cent.

The duties in 1880 averaged about 43 per 
cent, but as labor and capital got 38 per cent 
of the total value of the output of manufact- 
ures it would appear that the goods were 
sold 5 cents on the 100 below the bounty 
furnished by the tariff; but it also shows 
that the protection tax was 7 cents on the 
100, more than twice the total sum paid to 
all of the 2,732,595 men, women, and children 
employed in the production of the goods. So 
far as competing with foreigners is con- 
cerned the census table shows that the 
American manufacturers enjoy a bounty pro- 
tecuon which extracts from the public in 
extra price of their goods considerably more 
than twice the amoun they pay for their 
labor. And yet Gov. Alger talks of the ne- 
cessity of increasing the tariff bounty still 
higher to protect against reduction of wages! 
Each employé received an average of $347 
per year of 300 working days, or $1.16 per 
day, while the profits of capital were re- 
turned to the Goyernment at an average of 
$1.80 per day on the labor of each employé. 
Is not the good Gov. Alger, himself a mill- 
ionaire, more anxious to keep the tariff 
twice as high as is needed for revenue, in 
order to produce big profits for capital, than 
on account of the wages paid for labor? 
When the protection“ averages a good deal 
more than twice the wages paid to labor, how 
could a reasonable reduction of the enormous 
bounty reduce wages? wit the 
ernor please explain?

DEMOCRATS BAITING RANDALL. 

Congressman Bill Scott, the Pennsylvania 
coal-ring boss, who used his position as a 
member of the Ways and Means Committee 
to prevent any reduction of the coal tariff 
bemg incorporated in the Mills bill, could 
not get through his rather tiresome tariff de- 
liverance without enlivening it with a ven- 
‘omous assault on Sam Randali. The attack 
on Randall was all the more significant from 
tne fact that Scott is universally recognized 
as Cleveland’s favorit mouthpiece. Review- 
ing Randall’s tariff bill with undisguised 
‘scorn and contempt, Scott bitterly reviled it

GRESHAM’S TARIFF ‘PLATFORM. 

Some cranks profess to be afraid that Judge 
Gresham is not “sound on the tariff.“ The 
high-tariſf doubters are afraid he is not high 
enough and the low-tariff skeptics are afraid 
he is not lowenough. Thus the Philadelphia 
Press, trust-monopoly organ, says: 

The Chicago /nter-Ocean declares that Judge 
Gresham is a strong protectionist and THE CHI- 
CAGO TRIBUNE insists that he is nothing of tne 
sort. In view of this confiict of — among 
his immediate friends and neighbors Judge 
Gresham cannot define his position on the tariff 
question too soon for his own and his party’s 
good. The Republican candidate for President 
this year is going to be some strong, earnest man 
who has opinions of his own and the bravery to 
declare and defend them. 

Tun TRIBUNE has not undertaken to define 
Judge Gresham’s tariff views, but is willing 
to let him state them himself. He defined his 
position on the tariffin his masteriy speech 
for Blaine from the steps of the Sub-Treasury 
Building in the City of New York during the 
campaign of 1884, when he was Secretary of 
the Treasury. This is what he said: 


In revising our tariff laws and teducing our 
customs revenues home interests should not be 
neglected. [Applause.} Indeed, protection to 
our manufacturers and laborers can and should 
be afforded by taxing only such imports as come 
into real competition and admitting others free, 
No one disputes that the Republican party is in 
favor of thus affording protection to our Gomes- 
tic industries. [Cheers.] Revenue laws should 
be enacted with reference to our local conditions 
and wants. We should legislate in the interest 
of our own people rather than in the interest 
of mankind at large. Not until we are able to 
control the markets of the world can we afford 
to adopt free trade. No intelligent man needs 
to be tolu that the weight of opinion in the Dem- 
ocratic party is decidedly opposed to the pro- 
tective question; but that once in full possession 
of the Government it would refuse to enact or 
maintain protective-tarif laws. But it is not 
now my purpose to enter into an extended dis- 
cussion of thé tariff question. 


As a Western Republican contemporary re- 
marks: 

That is the whole tariff question in a nutshell. 
There is no free-trade heresy there; there is no 
high-tariff nonsense about it. It is the position 
of the Republican party exactly and shows Judge 
Gresham to be in line with the most intelligent 
and patriotic sentiment of the country on this 
great question. 

Why doesn’t the PhiladelphiaPress print just 
what Judge Gresham said on the tariff ques- 
tion in the Blaine campaign and let its read- 
ers judge for themselves whether Gresham’s 
views on the tariff suit them? He has not 
authorized any Chicago newspaper to make a 
tariff platform for him. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

It is evident that many of the capitalists 
and promoters of important enterprises have 
decided to disregard the present unfavorable 
features of the economic situation and carry 
forward their work in the belief that those 
features are temporary and that the sound 
condition of the country will give them sup- 
port and profit later on. The course of the 
stock market, which is a good index of the 
capitalist’s state of mind, shows that people 
with money are willing to buy securities at 
about present prices, and if necessary hold 
them along time to get the gain they are 
always striving for. There have been many 
events of a discouraging character in 
the last few months, and according 
to precedent they should have been the 
prelude to a general depression and 
many important bankruptcies. The outlook 
for the crops is poor, a general shrinkage of 
railroad earnings is certain, and the iron 
market is weak. Yet the vigor of enterprise 
and investment is not diminished, and any 
scheme that can show merit quickly com- 
mands capital. The reported plan of the 
Atchison Railroad people for the establish- 
ment of a transcontinental line is an iliustra- 
tion of what is going on. It may or may not 
be true that the company is trying to get 
control of the Erie Road, but there is ro 
doubt that steps have been taken to carry 
out Boston’s long-cherished desire for a road 
of itsown through to San Francisco. The 
name of other schemes into which capital is 
being generously poured is legion, and Euro- 
pean funds apparently can be commanded to 
almost any extent. The movement, backed by 
$100,000,000, to build railroad lines in Brazil 
is one of the latest. In the Argentine Repub- 
lic the English and others have for several 
years past been laying out large sums for im- 
provements of the same character. The 
failure of the Panama Canal enterprise seems 
not to have discouraged capitalists in the 
least. In this country, while railroad build- 
ing will no doubt decrease materially in the 
near future, other corporate industries are 
increasing rapidly. For iliustrations of this 
fact one need not look farther than Chicago’s 
schemes for fuel gas, petroleum by pipe-line 
from a point 200 miles distant, elevated rail- 
roads, manufacturing concerns, etc. 

So far as this feeling finds expression in 
the stock market it is tikely to lead many 
people ot small means into costly mistakes. 
Because a number of rich men are willing to 
buy securities at high prices and carry them 
over a period of depression, if necessary. it 
does not follow that the ordinary outsider is 
safe in making speculative purchases. The 
market may drop from under him when he 
least expects it, or may gradually wear him 
out. There are very few stocks on the New 
York list that have an investment value 
equal to present prices. The dividend on 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy stock has 
been cut in two, and there is every probabil- 
ity that the dividends of other Western rail- 
roads will be reduced in the next six months. 
To face such facts as these a buyer of stocks 
must have along purse or a strong nerve. 
It is likely that the market will be advanced 
considerably from time to time, but if one 
must speculate it is safer to sell short on 
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as a most “conspicuous exampie” of a 


amounts to the large sum of $22,000,000. It is 
true that the Bank of England discount rate 
has been raised from 2 to 8 per cent, but this 
step seems to have been taken in consequence 
of a temporary shrinkage in the bank’s hola- 
ings of specie. The Continental banks are 
gaining the precious metals at England’s ex- 
pense. 

In the daily business of last week there 
was nothing more interesting than the course 
of the wheat market in this city. Whatever 
the temporary fluctuations may be, the com- 
modity has won over to its support some of 
the strongest operators who have for years 
past been conspicuous bears. Both as to the 
statistical situation and the personnel of the 
market the prospect of prices looks better 
than at any time since 1883. The trade in 
other commodities shows no change for the 
better. The demand for spring goods is 
slack, and manufacturers’ requirements of 
raw material are moderate. Cotton is quiet, 
and the best grades of wool are lower than 
ever before in the history of the country. 
The Pennsylvania irou men complain of the 
small demand for their product, but the 
Southern furnaces seem to be marketing 
their iron on as large a scale as ever. Cop- 
per is fairly active, but tin is still dull. The 
foreign trade continues to run against this 
country, and it is only the heavy sales of 
securities that have saved us from large ex- 
ports of gold. There was a great failure 
during the week—that of W. T. Coleman & 
Co. of San Francisco—vut it seems not to be 
a bad one, and it has made but a slight im- 
pression on the country. 


PRODUCE EXPORTS VS. DOMESTIC. RAIL 
RATES. 


The protest of the New York Produce Ex- 
change against several prominent railroads 
raises a question which is of great im- 
portance, though now publicly agitated for 
the first time. It is conceded that the lead- 
ing lines have actually made lower rates on 
grain and meats from Western points to 
European ports than they were willing to 
accept on consignments from the same orig- 
inal points to places on our Eastern seaboard. 
In some cases the compensation exacted on 
the same amount of service is twice as much 
for the simply domestic transportation as for 
that which includes a passage across the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Under the operation of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law the railroads are obliged to make 
rates which are tolerably uniform within the 
limits of the United States. To accept the 
low figures on through business to the sea- 
board which sometimes obtained previous to 
the passage of the law would involve a drop- 
ping of the rates on short-haul traffic to a 
ruinously low point, as the roads allege, the 
result being an inability to pay fixed and op- 
erating charges, which inevitably ends in 
bankruptcy. It is claimed that the law does 
not govern the terms of contracts for trans- 
portation over routes a large part. of which 
are outside the jurisdiction of the law- 
making power. Hence the roads have de- 
cided to transact for less the smaller 
volume of foreign business offered them 
which they might not otherwise be able to 
obtain against the competition of other coun- 
tries to supply those of Western Europe with 
food. The amount of this varies from about 
5 per cent of the total corn crop to 30 per 
cent of our total production of wheat and 
flour. Of course, the whole of the grain and 
provisions raised in the country are not car- 
ried Kast, nut the quantity that is transport- 
ed by the railroads to supply the wants of 
our own people is still large by comparison 
with that sent abroad. On that greater vol- 
ume the people of the United States pay 
rates which are claimed to be just and rea- 
sonable, and are certainly small by thé side 
of what they had to pay a few years agp, be- 
fore the introduction of steel rails on land and 
steam vessels on the lakes. Hence it may be 
claimed that they are not robved by the ar- 
rangement which feeds people in the Old 
World a little more cheaply than themselves. 
The only injury they can possibly sustain is 
that due to the taking away ofa surplus 
which, if allowed to remain, would force 
down all the rest to prices at which the 
farmer would starve. But the sequel to that 
event must be a cutting down of production, 
which would be followed by an era of much 
higher prices than the consumer has,recently 
been called upon to pay for his food. 

So far from counting the reduction on 
ocean business as an evil to be deplored and 
corrected, it may be looked upon as a bounty 
paid to the farmér which enables him to 
work off his surplus in competition with the 
cheap labor of the Old World and sell ali the 
more cheaply to his fellow-countrymen in the 
home market. The farmer must either meet 
this competition squarely or not face it at all. 
He cannot afford to do the latter, and should 
therefore hail as a boon the arrangements 
which enable him to send his produce abroad 
in the larger quantities which are wanted 
when it can be sold at nearly the same prices 
in Liverpool as in New York or New 
England. He at least can afford to 
deem as absurd the outcry against the 
law under which he has a much better 
chance for prosperity than occurred during 
the two or three years previous to its enact- 
ment. And it ig not true, as alleged, that by 
this course of action the railroads are dis- 
criminating in favor of the Western mer- 
chant to the utter exclusion of his brother at 
the East. The latter has still the privilege 
of receiving his orders from the Old Worid, 
but must change his plan of procedure to 
meet the altered circumstances of the case. 
It is open to him to make arrangements with 
parties in the interior to forward the produce 
direct. It will then be handled on the sea- 
board as before, with the single excep- 
tion of less patronage to the elevator 
interest, unless in the case of the 
few who have hitherto made a profit 
by the mixing of grain and letting it 
down in grade. It is probable that on foreign 
business the occupation of those gentlemen 
is now gone, a fact which will be regretted 
by no one but themselves. For the rest the 
New-Yorker may follow the example already 
set by the grain merchants of Chicago. The 
latter no longer content themselves with buy- 
ing and selling what is actually in store here. 
They reach out to other points, and practi- 
cally handle large quantities which never 
come to this city at all. It is no more obliga- 
tory on them to receive it in the local ware- 
house than itison the wholesale grocer to 
insist that every barrel of sugar sold by him 
shall be rolled through the office in which he 
transacts his business.

Among the most valuable of the early 
prints in its custody is the first issue of the third 
folio, dated 1663. 

The total number of English editions in the 
library is 4919. The German come next in bulk, 
making 2,006. The French number 510; and the 
remainder include versions in Italian, Dutch, 
Russian, Swedish, Hungarian, Danish, Spanish, 
Polish, Bohemian, Greek, Finnish, Icelandic, 
Portuguese, Croatian, Frisian, Latin, Roumanian, 
Weish, Flemish, Ukraine, and Wallachian. If 
the right of Bacon to be substituted for Shaks- 
peare shall be established it will take as many 
years, probably, for truth to catch up with the 
old untruth &s it has taken Mr. Donnelly to de- 
tect the cipher disclosing the secret.

A Strange Lot of Servians, Bulgarians, 
Gathered to Take the Important First 
Step in This Matter—What the Latest 
Importation from Modern Athens Had 
to Say of Affairs There, 


Mr. K. M. Gobchevitch, a Montenegrin, 
with black hair and a light mustache, called 
the Greek Catholic meeting to order last 
night. All the Greek Catholics of Chicago 
were represented in the assembly. There 
were Athenians and Spartans, islanders of 
the Archipelago, sailors from the seaports 
of Asia Minor. And there were Slavs of ail 
nationalities—Dalmatians from Ragusa and 
the Bocca di Cattaro; Servians from Pris- 
rend and Beigrade; Bulgarians from Rust- 
chuk. Only one Russian was in the hall, 
which was at No. 118 Fifth avenue; and he, 
feeling out of place, retired before the meet- 


ing was over. 

A small Greek in a pea-jacket, who might 
have been a pirate, but was really a dealer 
in coffee and spice, mounted the platform 
and discoursed with another Greek in hex- 
ameters and pentameters. He was so rapid 
in utterance, so excited in gesture, that a 
Servian at the end of the hall called him to 
order. The small Greek, who seemed to be 
on the point of drawing a knife to give point 
to his remarks, subsided in an instant, and 
his Servian conqueror demanded that here- 
after the language of Thucydides should be 
discarded and that of Robert G. Ingersoll 
should be adopted. The Servian youths—the 
lads who had witnessed Prince Alexander's 
overthrow—understood not a word ot either 
speaker, but they mildly upplauded their 
compatriot. — 

Mr. Gobchevitch then drew from his pocket 
the letter which had occasioned the meeting. 
Time was when Mr. Gobchevitch had worn a 
——— at his side and a fes upon his head. 

ime was when Mr. Gobchevitch had looked 
along the barrel of a long rifie and had 
nee off the Turks as they clambered over 

is native rocks. Time was when Mr. Gob- 
chevitch, under the leadership of a soldier- 
pen, had scaled hilis, had burnt villages, 

ad hidden in caves, had rolled huge bowl- 
ders down upon the enemy. Mr. Gobchevitch 
went through every recent Montenegrin 
revolution; he has fought invaders like 
the sturdy mountaineer he was; and 
today he keepsasaloon on West Twenty- 
second street, and is a modest, self-con- 
tained man, with a record that many an 
American General might envy. 

But before Mr. Gobchevitch could read the 
letter Mr. George Brown, a veteran of our 
own war, was called to the chair. He was 
quite a boy when he came from Samos, and 
he was somewhat misty in his recollections 
of the Isles of Greece, the Isles of Greece 
where burning Sappho loved and sung. 
Stul there was the old Greek spirit im the 
vigor with which he rapped the table with 
his walking-stick and bade Servians and 
Greeks give ear to the following Homeric 
speech: 

„ Gentlemans. Union is the strength. Let 
everybody make his mind and have no jeal- 
ousy. Ihave no jealousy. I am married to 
Catholic woman but 1 hold my own. Let us 
stick like a brothers. If our language is two, 
our religion is one, The priest he make the 
performance in both language. We have our 
jlage built. Itis the first Greek flags raised 
in Chicago. We will surprise the Americans. 
Let us stick like a brothers. And now gen- 
tlemen, if you will please sit down; sit down, 
will you; sit down, you Servian gentlemans 
[rap, rap, rap, with the walking-stick|; we 
shall like to hear something from you.“ 

Mr. J. Vuchetitch, the President of the 
Servian Society, rose to reply. He is as 
handsome aSlav as ever rowed a boat on the 
Adriatic. Tall, erect, graceful asa Greek 
god, he had served in Daimatian regiments 
against the Turks, and on many a war vessel 
that sailed at midnight from Bocca di Cattaro. 
He glowed with enthusiasm when Montene- 
gro’s battie for freedom was mentioned, and 
vowed that if his countrymen needed his 
dagger or his gun he would go back in the 
mountains tomorrow. Having, however, no 
immediate occasion to depart, he delivered 
the following reply to Mr. George Brass: 

“* GENTLEMANS—It is important we shali 
all put in our shoulder. I hope there will be 
one meeting in the June and one in the Jul 
to prescribe the money for our 7 prota 
have nothing te say for present. see every- 
body satisfied with business as we translate 
tonight.“ 

Mr. Gobchevitch then read the letter. It 
was written by Bishop Vladimir, who had 
lately arrived in San Francisco from Russia. 
The bishop Bad conceived the project of 
establishing a Greek church in Chicago; and 
he suggested to Mr. Gobchevitcnh that all the 
Greeks, Servians, Bulgarians, and Russians 
in this city should sign a petition, which he 
would forward tothe Holy Synod, and should 
raise funds to establish a church and pay 
a preacher. — 

his was the purpose for which Mr. Brown 
advised his hearers to stick like a broth- 
ers,“ and Mr. Vuchevitch counseled them to 
* prescribe the money.“ 

‘he signing of the petition was a task of 
much difficulty. Some of the Greeks had 
mames like icolaos Kristolambros and 
Dimitri Korphiatis, and they spent as much 
time in spelling them out as though they were 
writing a book of the Iliad. Others signed 
for the whole family, as Pietros Poulos, 
George Poulos, Jans Ponios. Others could 
not sign at all and their names were affixed 
by the zealous Mr. Gobchevitch. 

Among the latter was a handsome but 
diminutive youth with a rose at his button- 
hole and thick black hair plastered over his 
forehead. He was the latest arrival from 
Athens, where he was considered quite an 
Adonis. What had he to tell of Athens? He 
knew many pretty women there. Had he 
ever been to Marathon? He had never heard 
of Marathon. What did he think of the Par- 
thenon? He had never heard of the Parthe- 
non. Had he read Sophocles or Euripides? 
He could not read or write. But he was quite 
a fashonable youth in modern Athens. 

Sothe petition was signed’ at last, and 
then the older men gathered round the plat- 
form and told of old Greek liberty. “ There 
is not one of us,” said Mr. Gobchevitch, 
but knows that noble verse by heart: 

“The mountains look n Marathon, 

And Marathon looks on the sea; 
And standing there an hour alone 

I dreamt that Greece might yet be free; 
For standing by the Persian grave 
I could not deem myself a slave.“ 


A MEXICAN WAR RELIC. 


The Medal Presented to Gen. Winfield 
Scott by the State of Virginia. 

InprIanaPo.is, Ind., May 13.—[Special. |— 
Col. George S. Jones of Manilla, Rush Coun- 
ty, a Special Examiner of the Pension Bureau, 
has in his possession a gold medal presented 
to Gen. Winfield Scott by the State of Vir- 
ginia, which he found in his travels a short 
time ago. This medal has inscribed upon it 
a copy of the resolutions presenting it in full 
on one side, and on the other is a monument 
bearing the names of the various battles in 
which Gen. Scott distinguished himself from 
the War of 1812 to the Mexican War, inclu- 
sive, with a beautiful contour of the Capital 
City of Mexico resting upon its romantic 
hills, and the battle aud movement of the 
troops at its capture. The medal weighs 
twelve ounces avoirdupois, and is made of 
fine gold. There is an interesting history 
connected with its 8 during and 
since the war. It has been in the soldiers“ 
camp and on the hattlefiejd, in the curiosity- 
shop with the old waste metal, and in the 
jeweler’s shop to be worked into rings, its 
possessor little knowing its value or the kind 
of metal of which it is composed.

An Extensive Purchase of Timbered Land

year, with a pack on his back containing a 
little flour and a little pork, and a gun in his 
hand, and a compass and box of matches in 
bis pockets, he would start for the woods of 
Northern Wisconsin in search for good 
tracts of pine.
